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IT is unnecessary to add anything to the Preface which 
was printed with Volume I. of the Richmond RegisterSi 
inasmuch as that Preface applies equally to the contents of 
this second volume. 

The frontispiece represents the monumental brass of 
Robert Cotton^ whose burial will be found recorded under 
date October the 8th, 1591* This brass was placed in its 
present position upon the wall of the north aisle on the 
occasion of the recent demolition of the chancel^ in which 
part of the fabric it was originally fixed. The surface of the 
metal is so badly oxydized that it was necessary to spend 
a great number of days in '* touching-up '' a rubbing — very 
carefully made for the purpose— before it was suitable for 
reproduction. 

During the 1903-4 operations in the churchyard some 
forty or fifty monuments disappeared, but on the other hand 
there came-to-light about half-a-dozen that had then-to-fore 
been buried or inaccessible, and one of these commemorates 
Mrs* Arm Draycott, 1763, whose burial is entered in the 
register as Sarah. On the same stone occur the names of 
two of her relatives who died respectively in 1768 and 1770,

viz. : Martha Daves and John Daves. The burials of these 
two persons are recorded as Deeves. These discrepancies 
were discovered too late to be noted in the text or errata.
